These two drawings illustrate what a little thought 
and planning can do for you. Compare the interesting 
entranceway and the convenient powder room-lavatory 
of the modern plan (above) with the conventional ves- 
tibule and "downstairs lavatory" of the old-fashioned 
plan (below). The modern dining room opens into the 
living room without an intervening hall, making the 
house much more spacious. The garage at the front of 
the contemporary house permits better use of the rear 
garden for outdoor living. Notice also the larger windows 
throughout, better closet space, etc. 



It is the aim of this book to show you how to get 
the most out of your biggest investment in living. On 
the following pages you will see many styles of archi- 
tecture. There are homes of all sizes, ranging from 
the simplest cottages to the most luxurious residences. 
These designs and sketches will help you draw up a 
mental blueprint for your home. The critical com- 
ment will tell you what to take into consideration in 
order to get the maximum benefit in construction. 

New architectural trends are discussed as well as 
recent improvements which lower the cost and add to 
the utility of your home. For example, many houses 
are now being built without expensive basements — an 
economy made possible by use of the new packaged 
utility units containing heating, hot water, and plumb- 
ing equipment which may be installed in a ground floor 
utility room. 

Kitchens in new houses are being built to the front 
rather than to the rear, and tend to be larger and 
richer in color, reminiscent of the Dutch communal 
kitchens which were the real heart of the household. 
Living rooms are being placed to the back of the home 
for privacy, and outdoor living rooms are more 
popular than ever. 

Since you are building on a budget, you are 
naturally interested in estimating the costs of the de- 
signs which interest you. Prices vary by locality, and 
are not yet stabilized at post-war levels, making such 
estimates difficult. Construction will probably vary be- 
tween 60^ and $1.10 per cubic foot. Your architect 
will give you the exact cost of such construction in 
your neighborhood. Using these figures you can 
roughly estimate the cost of the houses in this book. 

With each plan the architect has included the overall 
dimensions. These figures will show you whether the 
house you want will fit on your land. The first dimen- 
sion given is the width of the house, including all 
projections and wings across the front. The second 
dimension is that of the extreme depth of the house 
from front to back. The area of each floor is given in 
square feet and represents all liveable space. It does 
not include the porch, garage, cellar, or terrace, which 
in most cases are optional. 

The slope of your property may preclude the use, 
without alteration, of the floor plan you most desire. 
But a combination of the features of several houses in 
this book will be very likely to give you the home you 
really want. 

These drawings and sketch plans will help you find 
the answers to your most pressing problems in home- 
building. Study them before you embark on your 
greatest adventure! 
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A Minimum Cottage

Here is a house that can be built at rock-bottom ex- 
pense, even in these difficult times. It is designed for 
a young couple with one child, and illustrates what 
can still be done within a limited budget. 

The concrete foundation on which this house is 
built eliminates the cost of a basement. Instead, a 
heating, electrical and plumbing unit is installed be- 
tween the bath and kitchen. The utility core, which 
; provides the most economical form of heating and 
5 plumbing, can be purchased in packaged form for 
I about $1,400. 

* With all these practical features, this house was 
designed with simple, strong construction which 
gives it real functional beauty in the very best sense. 
The modern solar roof overhangs the picture win- 
dows in the kitchen ana living room, shading the 
rooms in summer, and yet permitting the rays of the 
sun in the low winter sky to penetrate to the interior. 

Though compact, this house has five closets. In 
addition, the 13-foot window wall at the south of the 
living room gives an illusion of spaciousness. 

A garage may be installed later, north of the 
kitchen where its wall will shelter a kitchen garden. 
Decorative touches are the wooden lattice-work 
screening the kitchen garden and a window box.

Design your house for today ! Plan it, though, for future 
expansion as your family needs increase, and as costs 
become more stabilized. Here is a new development in 
building — a popular method of trying to make your 
budget fit into present prices. But building a house such 
as this takes thought in the blueprint stage; it cannot 
be planned haphazardly. 

This simple Colonial home was deliberately designed 
for a narrow plot with wings to be added later, placed 
at front and rear to form an interesting Z-shaped home. 

In its initial stage it is a one-bedroom house with a 
full basement. By placing the living-dining room in the 
center of the house, the sleeping and service areas are 
completely separated for privacy. 

In the second stage, a storage closet becomes a hall- 
way to the second bedroom which projects from the 
rear of the house. The bath now serves both bedrooms. 
The new bedroom has cross ventilation and two closets. 

In the next step, a garage is built at the front of the 
house, backing up against the stairway wall off the 
kitchen. If the garage is made somewhat longer than 
necessary, the additional space can be utilized as a 
storage-wall. 

Whether the garage or the extra bedroom comes first, 
of course, depends on whether the first addition to your 
family is a car or a baby.

Designed for Expansion: 

Cape God Goziness 



Most two-story homes designed for expansion have an 
attic which can be finished in the future for upper 
floor bedrooms. In such houses, all the exterior work 
must be completed at the initial stage. The money 
saved, therefore, is less than you might expect. 

This traditional three-room cottage is different in 
that the central portion is complete with an upstairs 
bedroom and bath from the very first. There is no 
investment in half-finished unusable living space. 

In the second stage, three bedrooms are added in a 
new wing opposite the porch, and finished as desired, 
two on the ground floor and one directly above. The 
first floor storage closet is converted to a bath by install- 
ing a bathtub and wash bowl and is connected with the 
downstairs lavatory already in existence. This new 
"double room" is now a four fixture bath. Flumbing 
and sewerage lines connect with outlets already in exist- 
ence so that no further excavation is necessary. The 
floor area of the new wing is only 17 feet by 22 feet, 
yet there are two bedrooms, each with ample closet 
space. Above the first floor wing is another bedroom 
which may be entered through the second floor hall 



after the small linen closet is converted to a corridor. 

In the third stage, a garage is added next to the flag- 
stone paved porch, from which it may be entered in 
rainy weather. 

The size of the rooms in the original unit are pur- 
posely made large in the first stage to take care of 
future additions to the family.

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HOUSES FOR INCOMES UNDER $5,000 
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When Your Plot is Small 



Not enough land? Here is a house that could fit on a 
plot only 40 feet wide. Yet the 8-foot projection form- 
ing vestibule-entrance to the side of the living room 
gives this home far more character than is usually 
expected of a house of minimum size. 

Inspired by the lovely little cottages of Kent and 
Cotswold, the gable end of the bedroom was finished in 
rough-sawn, dark-stained boards. 

The interior of this house is designed for the fullest 
economy of space, yet allows for a convenient rear 
vestibule separating the kitchen from the dining space. 
The front hall is kept small to permit extra space in the 
living room. Installation dollars are saved by locating 
the bathroom directly behind the kitchen so as to utilize 
the same basic plumbing.

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Bow Roof for Intimate Comfort 




Study the plan of this charming home with its 
graceful bow roof! By placing a modern kitchen- 
dining unit 15 feet long in the ell at the rear next 
to the attached garage, it has been possible to pro- 
vide a more generous living" room and a large 
master bedroom. Thus it is quite different from 
most of the Cape Cod houses you have seen. 

This home was designed to take advantage of 
a recent development in "plank and beam" con- 
struction which makes possible floor to floor 
measurements of only 8 feet. The planks run 
across regularly spaced beams, making an attrac- 
tive beamed ceiling with the exposed planks 
painted to conform with the cross-beams. The 
same planks serve both as ceiling and floor, sav- 
ing a good eighteen inches more than is possible in 
conventional building methods. Investigate this 
method when planning an informal, cottage-type 
home in which plaster ceilings are not essential.

For those who live under sunny skies, this interesting 
house features a large garden terrace which can be used 
as an extra living room throughout the year. 

The sunny master bedroom facing the front boasts a 
large bay window, adding extra floor space to the room. 
The bedroom hall off the front porch doubles as an 
entrance way, thus enabling the bath to serve as a 
powder room-lavatory. 




Since this house was designed for warmer climates 
no basement was provided. The unit heater is placed in 
the kitchen. However, a cellar, if desired, may be built 
with a stairway between the garage and kitchen walls.

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Space to Grow in 




The snug little homes of Sweden inspired this cottage. 
It was designed with a young couple in mind, and is 
capable of growing with their family. 

A new wing may easily be built off the bedroom with 
a shed roof sloping away from the living room. The 
new bedroom and open carport will then enclose a de- 
lightful front terrace garden. When not housing your 
automobile, the carport, which is open on the garden 
side, might serve as a sheltered play porch. Because of 
the flexibility of this plan the living room with its three 
exposures might be extended to any desired length, 
depending on family finances. 

But just as it stands, this home has many attractive 
features — such as a corner window in the bedroom, a 
large fireplace, a paneled front door and four good- 
sized closets. The vertical wooden siding which forms 
the outer wall finish may be stained to give the exterior 
a charming, informal appearance.

This two story house has real dignity — unusual in a 
home so small. A simple Georgian-type home with 
whitewashed brick veneer, it was designed for a family 
of three who owned a narrow plot, and was placed end- 
wise for the best use of the property. 

The front entrance does not lead directly into the 
living room, as is usual in a small house, but is placed 
between the closet and stairs, creating the illusion of a 
small foyer. 




The dining room, opposite the kitchen, can be com- 
pletely shut off from the living room. 

Upstairs each bedroom has two exposures; and there 
are four large closets.

The ultimate in a small modern house designed for a 
California climate is this solar home with one entire 
wall made of glass. 

The large living room opens directly on the shaded 
extension of the porch which, in good weather, becomes 
part of it. On chilly mornings an efficient heating unit 
takes the place of a basement furnace, or handwarming 
may be done at the large wood-burning fireplace. 



The bedroom, though compact, has two exposures. 
There are three closets, and more storage space in the 
garage wall whose cabinet doors may be locked. There 
is also a convenient entrance from the kitchen into the 
garage.

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Picture Window in an Alcove 




This economically constructed house measuring 24 feet 
by 28 feet is built of cinder concrete blocks, a new in- 
expensive, fireproof material which is becoming in- 
creasingly popular all over the country. When finished 
with cement paint, the outside walls contrast pleasingly 
with dark, vertical wood siding used in the gable ends. 
The use of the wood siding, incidentally, eliminates the 
need for expensive linte's over the windows. 



In the summer, a 6-foot square window in the living 
room alcove admits abundant sunshine, while directly 
opposite the entrance, a wood-burning fireplace pro- 
vides a cheerful welcome for the winter visitor.

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Hacienda — American Style 




This typical American ranch house makes the most of 
an unobstructed view of a range of mountains to the 
East. 

The master bedroom and dining nook open on the 
porch. The windows in the living room and smaller bed- 
room also look out on the porch, and, like the other 
rooms, face the sunrise. 

There is a wood-burning fireplace in the living room 
for cool weather; in warm weather the whole roof is 
ventilated by louvered wood sidings in the gable ends. 



Other attractive features are a garage attached to the 
house with laundry facilities in the rear. The doors to 
the garage and living room are both sheltered by an ivy 
covered trellis which forms a decorative front entrance. 

For economy, the house is only 18 feet wide, making 
possible the use of standard 18-foot beams.

Perhaps the most unusual feature of this house is a 
hobby room between the kitchen and the foyer, almost 
in the center of the ground floor, proving that the man 
who wants to tinker about his work bench need not be 
exiled to the basement or attic. He may work com- 
panionably, his wife next to him in the kitchen. Her 
work is made easier by another unusual feature, glass 
bricks in the garage wall letting additional daylight 
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filter through to the sink, range and working surfaces. 

The living room and master bedroom look out on an 
attractive terrace. In front, an antique lamp post lights 
the entrance to the garage and house.

Because this house has three bedrooms rather than two 
with a separate dining room, it is possible for a family 
of five to live in its small quarters without that 
"doubled-up" feeling.

The garage, attached to the house, has an entrance 
into the hall making it possible to pass to any part of 
the house without entering the living room. The kitchen 



is planned so it can open on a lovely sheltered garden. 

This house also makes use of the Ingersoll utility unit 
which economically provides heat, electricity, a com- 
plete kitchen and bath; ideal for areas where public 
utility connections are lacking.

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Tropical Luxury on Modest Means 




A paved tile porch, the "lanai" of Hawaii, with a view 
to the rear is the focal point of this inexpensive U-shaped 
house, designed for a semi-tropical setting. Yet this 
simple home has features usually found in much more 
expensive and elaborate houses. 

For instance, the closet wall separating the bedrooms 
from the living and dining room contains five closets, 
typical of modern architectural trends. 



The low hip roof extends over the entire house, pro- 
tecting the central "lanai" from the heat of the mid-day 
sun. With two bedrooms, this economical cottage 
would be an ideal home for a young Californian couple.

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This simple Cape Cod home with its charming trellised 
entrance and hurdle fence was recently designed for a 
young couple. Compact in its original form, this story- 
and-a-half house has a large living room, a bedroom 
with two exposures, and dining space in the kitchen. 

But, built with an eye to the future, two new bed- 
rooms can easily be added with four closets between 
them and a good-sized hall, substantially increasing the 



living space. At this time, the window in the dining 
area will become the doorway leading into the hall of 
the new wing. Another door can be cut into the bath- 
room from the new hall, making it accessible to the 
bedrooms on the south.

This gracious Connecticut home with its stained hori- 
zontal siding and white trim is designed for those who 
love gardens, hearth fires, and good books. 

The living-dining room opens on a spacious garden 
terrace running its full length. Large windows and two 
doorways let abundant light into the room. 

On either side of the fireplace are built-in bookcases 
from floor to ceiling, lacking only comfortable chairs 
and lamps to make a cozy fireside reading nook. 

A covered walkway runs from the garage to the cen- 
ter hall entrance. This hall separates the sleeping areas 
from the rest of the house for peace and quiet. 

The kitchen, with full cross-ventilation, has space for 
informal meals. The garage forms an ell, protecting the 
garden terrace from the northern wind. 

Both bedrooms have double exposures and are con- 
venient to the bathroom from the center hall.

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A "Module" House 




Many people who know 
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about module furniture 
are not aware that the 
same principles can be 
adapted to house construc- 
tion.

The main entrance is 
between house and garage. 
From a landing off the 
hall you may go upstairs 
where two of the three bedrooms open up to form a 
playroom. All three bedrooms lead to the screened 
sleeping porch; the master bedroom has a dressing 
room and bath of its own. 

Another half flight of stairs leads downstairs to 
the spacious living room with its window-wall. There 
is no basement, the equipment in the utility room 
taking care of the hot water, heating and electricity.

Designed for southern exposure, this modified Cape 
Cod house is suitable for a family with growing chil- 
dren. The three bedrooms have direct access to the en- 
trance through a front hall, a great convenience for 
family privacy. The large living room-dining room has 
an enormous picture window and a cozy fireplace. 
The exterior of this cottage-type house is unusually 



attractive with a white picket fence and charming 
colonial lamp post, which, lighted at night, frames the 
white exterior in a cheerful, mellow glow.

A rather more spacious house than many of the fore- 
going, this dignified home has three large bedrooms, 
all with cross ventilation. A modern built-in closet wall 
separates the two principal bedrooms. This wall has 
rows of built-in drawers adding to convenience and 
comfort. 

The second floor bathroom is divided into two small 
rooms by a louvered glass screen wall and door which 
enable it to be used by two persons at the same time. 

Downstairs, the front entry is located under a two- 



story piazza, the garage wing integrated with the house. 
Adequate space for eating is included in three places; 
the rear of the living room area, outdoors on the back 
terrace (reached by the French doors from the living 
room), and in the ell-shaped kitchen as well.

For those who love the traditional front porch, no more 
attractive home can be desired than this quiet Dutch 
Colonial. Its picturesque shingled roof curves gently 
and the white siding gives it an old-country touch. This 
is the kind of home "George Washington slept in" in 
the Hudson River Valley. 

If in the future more space is desired, two bedrooms 
and four closets may be easily added, using the present 
hall between the bath and bedroom as a doorway. By 



removing the north wall of the present bedroom a 25- 
foot living room may be obtained. However, the bed- 
room may be left as it is for a study, or guest room. 
There is also provision for a garage which will open on 
the porch for shelter.

The focal point of this one-story house is the patio, 
pictured from the south and rear, rather than from 
the front.

A CONFERENCE 

WITH YOUR ARCHITECT 



You: The two of us have been planning since before 
the war to build a small home of our own, the kind 
of a place that some folks call a "dream house," incor- 
porating all the features we have always wanted. We 
now think we can build in the near future. But we are 
calling on you at an early stage before we make any 
important decisions. 

Architect: I suppose you haven't bought the plot on 
which you intend to build. You were quite right in 
coming to an architect before you buy. After you once 
own your lot, you have committed yourself in many 
respects to the kind of house you will have. For one 
thing, you undoubtedly have a definite budget that 
must be followed. The price of your land will deter- 
mine how much you have left to spend. 

You: How much can we afford to pay for our plot? 

Architect: It depends on the type of house you want, 
whether modest or expensive. Experience shows us that 
in building a small house, such as you have indicated, 
you can afford to spend about 10 per cent of your total 
funds on your lot. For instance, if your building budget 
is $5,000, you should allot about $500 of this to your 
land. If your budget were around $20,000, you would 
be able to spend $3,000, or as much as 15 per cent. 
With an increase in your budget you can afford a larger 
proportion for grounds. 

You: With this in mind, we can hunt for our prop- 
erty on an intelligent basis. But aren't other factors, 
such as neighborhood, also important? 

Architect: Yes, indeed. The neighborhood is only 
one of many considerations. Before you buy, make 
sure that your neighborhood is not deteriorating. Don't 



locate your home too close to an airfield, a super high- 
way, railroad, or factory, if you want peace, quiet, 
and cleanliness. 

You: Some of our friends want to build in rural 
districts. Aren't there special problems involved in such 
a plan? 

Building in the Country 

Architect: Yes. One of the most important is trans- 
portation. If you are isolated from trains or bus lines, 
you will certainly need a car, which will add to your 
day-to-day expenses. Also, sewerage, gas, electricity, 
and water may be costly if you have to install or extend 
these utilities "on your own." If you have no water, you 
may have to drive an artesian well, which would cost 
you up to $1,000. No divining rod has yet been in- 
vented which can determine this expense in advance. 
Then, there is the problem of snow. You may be really 
isolated if your roads are completely covered for days 
at a time/ And don't forget to think of your own drive- 
way in this connection. The shoveling may have to be 
done by you, and you may find yourself getting up at 
five in the morning in order to be at the office by nine. 

I don't have to tell you, though, that living in the 
country has its compensations. A sense of freedom, a 
feeling of getting away from the noise and grime of 
city life — these are considerations which may make 
country dwelling ideal for you. 

There are, of course, other things to look for in buy- 
ing any plot. If you have children, or expect to have 
them, how close is your land to the nearest school? 



Keep your balance when you buy your property. If your 
budget is modest, spend about a tenth for your land. 



Remember that an impressive school building a few 
blocks away may not be in the same school district as 
your home. Also, consider the proximity of doctors, 
churches, and shopping districts before you buy. 

You: Now tell us something about the site itself. 

Architect: I can tell you of a few things to watch out 
for before you decide on your location. First of all, 
your site should be fairly level. Although a house can 
be built on a hillside, it is best to select land that has 
not more than a gentle slope, if possible, somewhat ele- 
vated from the road for drainage purposes. Avoid 
property which would require expensive steps and re- 
taining walls. A few trees for shade are important, but 
not a "must." You can always plant. See that all your 
trees are not at the center of your property. Otherwise 
they may have to be cut down to make room for your 
home. If you decide to build a house with a cellar, 
make sure that your property has no ledge rock or large 
boulders. Rock excavation is expensive and can wreck 
many a building budget. 

You: Now that you have told us what to look for in 
buying property, tell us something about planning our 
house. 

Consider Your Family's Needs 

Architect: First of all, you must decide on what kind 
of a home you want. You may not have a clear mental 
picture right now, but you can get a good start by 
recalling the houses of your friends. Jot down the 
features you liked best. Look through books and maga- 
zines showing plans and sketches, clipping generously. 
Then come in with the material you have collected and 
we can have another talk. Your next decision should be 
about the size of your house. Limiting factors will be 
your needs and your budget. An average family can 
afford to spend two to three times its annual income 
for a home. Remember this. Speaking of size, you 
might be interested in what the F.H.A. considers desir- 
able dimensions for each room in your home: 

Living room without eating space 12' x 18' 

Living room with eating space 12' x 26' 

Dining room 12' x 14' 

Kitchen 7' 4" x 10' 

Master bedroom 12' x 14' 

Second bedroom 12' x 10' 

With a slim budget, it is usually best to keep bed- 
rooms small, and eliminate the separate dining room 
so that your living room can be large enough to enter- 
tain in. 

You: In putting up a small house it may be helpful 
for us to know how our money is to be spent. 
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Architect: I have figures available right here. In 
building a small frame house, about 25 per cent of your 
budget, the largest proportion, will be spent on plumb- 
ing, heating equipment, and electrical work. About 17 
per cent will be used for structure, that is, stud walls, 
floors, and wood framing. Another 18 per cent will be 
spent on masonry, including such items as excavation, 
foundation, chimney, and fireplace. Then 12 per cent 
will go toward the exterior finish of your roof and 
walls, with 15 per cent for the interior finish. Windows, 
doors, and hardware will absorb the remaining 13 per 
cent. From this you can see that no one class of items 
absorbs a large proportion of your building budget. 
These figures show you can only economize by care- 
fully watching the many items that go into your home. 
No single item consumes a large enough percentage of 
your budget to effect a substantial saving in the overall 
cost. 

You: What are some of the newer trends in residen- 
tial building? 

Architect: Well, there is a trend toward homes espe- 
cially designed for expansion. This is due to the fact 
that building costs are now high and that perhaps econ- 
omies can be effected by adding additional rooms in the 
future when prices are lower. A typical house of this 
kind is the Cape Cod story-and-a-half cottage. Notice 
in these two sketches that by merely increasing the 
pitch of the roof, extra space is available in the attic 
for a large-sized bedroom. A dormer window for a 
bathroom can be added at the rear if desired. Yet the 
house is still low in appearance, the eave line just above 
the first floor windows. Of course, adequate insulation 
of the roof and the use of an attic ventilating fan are 
advisable. 

You: What other broad trends do you consider most 
significant? 

Architect: In general, the idea is of treating house 
and property as a single unit. Outdoor living has be-

come important in our life today, and all newer homes 
take this factor into account. Notice how many modern 
houses turn their face toward a back terrace which can 
be used as an outdoor living room, for dining, or for a 
safer play area for children. Larger windows are a 
further evidence of this trend. With a small lot, how- 
ever, it requires great ingenuity for the architect to 
make the best use of both property and house. 

You: There have been some recent innovations in 
room planning, too. Can you tell us about some of 
them? 

Hints for Room Planning 

Architect: I'm glad you asked about that. One of the 
most important we have just touched on — the living 
room made to seem even larger by opening on the ter- 
race. Architects today regard a house as a series of 
space areas — for work, for play, and for sleep, rather 
than as a connected group of rooms, each isolated in 
purpose. A living room for play, as large as your budget 
will allow is desirable, almost essential for modern fam- 
ily life. Sometimes, to increase its apparent size, we add 
a dining alcove, usually overlooking the garden. This 
takes the place of a separate dining room which is so 
often typical of older houses. 

Don't feel, though, that you have to abandon privacy 
in modern architecture. For "getting away from the 
family" a downstairs "all-purpose" room is becoming 
more popular. This room, usually located near a down- 
stairs lavatory, can be used as a study, hobby room, or 
game room. Fitted with a studio couch, it can serve in 
an emergency as a guest room, or even as a full-time 
bedroom. 

I recently designed a house with a small room of just 
this type which is now being used by the children of the 
owner as a homework hideaway. Later, it will be a 
cheerful maid's bedroom. We srllke a moment ago of a 
trend toward eliminating the dining room. Yet, for a

family which entertains a great deal, a dining room is 
sometimes necessary. With one of the beautiful new 
tables that expand, the "all-purpose" room can also be 
used for company dinners. 

You: We have been hearing recently about the newer 
utility rooms. Can you tell us more about this innova- 
tion in home planning? 

Architect: This room was developed before the war 
but is becoming steadily more popular. It takes the 
place of a basement laundry and furnace room. In 
some homes it is located conveniently near the kitchen 
on the first floor. Modern types of heating equipment 
tend to eliminate the need for a substantial basement 
in most climates, thus effectively saving excavation 
costs. A first floor utility room is a step saver for the 
busy housewife, too, with less "climbing" to do. If we 
combine the utility room with the kitchen, the heater 
and laundry in a separate alcove, any extra floor space 
can be used for informal eating. You may expect to 
find more and more homes designed with ground-floor 
utility rooms. 

You: But does this mean that basements are no 
longer being built? 

Architect: Not necessarily — basements are still cus- 
tomary in northern climates. A basement is useful and 
valuable, especially if your property has a slope. If this 
should be the case, you can have full windows and a 
completely liveable room at the lower portion of the 
incline, ideal for keeping the children busy on a rainy 
day. 

You: What about the kitchen? My wife is especially 
interested in this aspect. 

Architect: Newer developments reverse the hospital- 
like white of the pre-war kitchen. The trend today in 
the smaller, maidless house is to make the kitchen a 
living area as well as a place for cooking. Kitchens are 
becoming larger. You may expect to see wider use of 
color in decorating. Comfortable chairs may be replac- 
ing the hard, wooden stools and benches that are now 
so widely used in breakfast-room alcoves. Because of 
the servant shortage, housewives are demanding more 
space for comfortable family eating in the kitchen. 
More often kitchens are being located at the front of 
the house so that a housewife, while busy preparing 
meals, can answer the front doorbell conveniently. 

You: And now, can't you tell us something about 
post-war trends in bedroom planning? 

Architect: There are really two interesting develop- 
ments, somewhat contradictory, but existing side by 
side. The first stresses the utilitarian bedroom, com- 
pletely designed for sleeping. Rooms of this type are 
small, compact, and practical in every respect. In 
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Not "so peaceful in the country" with 
a freight train passing close. Think of noise and smoke when you build. 



houses built on a limited budget, you can save "cub- 
age" by limiting the size of the bedrooms. Living areas 
will then be larger. In the small bedrooms, built-ins 
which hug the walls and provide ample storage space, 
are essential to avoid a cluttered appearance. 

The second development is the bedroom-sitting room. 
Here, the sleeping room is treated as a kind of private 
"all-purpose" room for an individual, with space for a 
desk, library shelves, and more than one comfortable 
chair for entertaining. A new luxury-type studio couch 
can completely transform this bedroom into a sitting, 
room. Use this type of room if there is an older person 
living with your family. It provides a comfortable place 
to retire to and also will allow for entertaining friends 
in privacy. 

You: What are architects doing today about storage? 

More Space for Storage 

Architect: There are more closets, of course. In the 
traditional house, we try to utilize every nook and 
cranny, even the irregular areas under the eaves. In 
addition, built-in drawer and cabinet spaces can often 
be placed in a wall jog where it would be impractical 
to locate an old-fashioned closet. "Storage-walls" are 
often planned and closets are being properly equipped 
with racks and shelving at convenient heights. Contem- 
porary houses with flat roofs and simple lines require 
special thought for closets, for there is very little extra 
space available for storage. The attic, the catch-all of 
older homes, is usually omitted. Rows of storage cabi- 
nets in the garage, however, are often added. 

Before I forget, I should also mention some of the 
new trends in bathrooms. A bathroom is probably more 
expensive than you think. It can easily cost $1,000. One 



way to economize is to locate your downstairs bath- 
room next to the kitchen in such a way that the same 
basic plumbing can be used for both. You can also save 
if an upstairs bathroom is directly above the down- 
stairs lavatory. 

Another development lies in the use of the four fix- 
ture bath. This consists of two separate rooms, each 
accessible from the hall or bedroom, one containing a 
bath tub and wash basin, and the other a toilet and 
wash basin. With this arrangement of units, two people 
can use the bathroom at one time, each with complete 
privacy. But the four-fixture bath may not solve your 
problem. Don't expect too much of it. Naturally it is 
still not quite the equivalent of a second bathroom, yet 
it costs little more than the ordinary bath. 

You: You have given us a great deal of your time, 
and much to think about before building. The trends 
you have outlined have interested both of us. Wouldn't 
you say that the most important emphasis in home 
planning is toward better use of living space? 

Architect: Yes, if by "better" you mean "more effi- 
cient" and more "practical." Rising costs make it neces- 
sary for all of us to get the greatest use out of every 
square inch of our homes. Modern houses must be "de- 
signed for living" if we are to get the most value out of 
every dollar we spend. Wasted space means wasted 
money. In building your home, its cost will depend, to 
a large extent, on its size. But don't forget for a moment 
that good planning can increase your usable space for 
living and give you the most house for your money. A 
well-planned house, whether traditional or contem- 
porary, is functional in this broad sense of the word. 
And we architects are trained to help you achieve this 
functional setting for a fuller existence in your home.

a Modern Touch 

This brick veneer house, with garage and low stone 
wall enclosing a front garden, has an unmistakable 
air of dignity. However, the garage wing and attrac- 
tive front garden court remove some of the formality 
usually associated with French architecture. 

Both the bedrooms and the living room have 
double exposures, and there are eight closets 
throughout the house. A stair leads to the attic, 
which, by the addition of dormer windows, could 
provide two extra sleeping rooms. On the ground 
floor an attractive living-dining room has built-in 
bookcases from floor to ceiling along the fireplace 
wall. This room, 24 feet in length, and 21 feet wide 
at its greatest breadth, is ideal for entertaining. Heat- 
ing and laundry facilities are in a partial cellar, 
making full excavation unnecessary. Here is a home 
that speaks of gracious living.

The low eaves and the dropped roof line of the 
garage make this house seem much smaller 
than it is.

The well-proportioned fire- 
place in an alcove you can stand in gives 
further breadth to the living room. Meals may 
be served in front of the large window on the 
garden side of the living room, or the study 
might serve well as a separate dining room 
with its own entrance to the kitchen hall. The 
fully equipped downstairs bath would make it 
possible to use the study as a bedroom for 
visitors. 

Upstairs, there, are four closets in the master 
bedroom and an excellent storage room 6 feet 
square off the second bedroom. Above the two 
car garage, there is additional storage space. A 
charming touch in the upstairs hall is the wide 
window seat at the head of the stairs.

Upstairs there are three comfortable 
bedrooms, two with cross ventilation, and the third 
with an entire wall of windows. 
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Built for a Veteran 




This home was built for a veteran who inherited a 
rocky, sloping piece of land. Look what was done 
to make it attractive despite the handicap involved. 

To please his wife, who said she wanted "to be 
able to see who was coming up the front walk" as 
she stood at the kitchen window, this house has a 
most unusual feature — a dropped garage. The land 
on which the house was built was about 5 feet above 
street level as shown by the existing old stone wall 
and the short flight of steps leading to the front door. 
As a result, the flat roof of the garage permits a 
clear view of the walk from the kitchen window, and 
also allows for sufficient sunlight and fresh air. 

Because the rocky character of the property would 
have made excavation difficult and expensive, a 
heating unit was installed in the heart of this 
Z-shaped house, a practical feature which would not 
have been possible a decade ago. The ample closet 
and cabinet space in this three bedroom home is 
supplemented by a storage wall in the garage.

At the left, the foyer leads into a long hall which 
affords complete privacy for the bedroom wing. On the 
other side of the foyer, there is a kitchen placed at the 



front of the house so that visitors can be admitted 
promptly. Off the kitchen hall is the servant's room. 
The airy living-dining room has a fireplace with a 
baroque curving mantel and French doors lead out to 
a formal landscaped terrace.

The 
exterior is built of dark-stained shin- 
gles with a chimney of whitewashed 
brick. 

The two bedrooms, study, and bath, 
form an almost completely private 
wing of the house. It allows the study, 
which has its own closet and is on the 
hall to the bath, to be used as a guest 
bedroom when necessary. There are 
seven good-sized closets, including an 
especially large coat closet behind the 
stairs. 

The dining room is separated from 
the living room by a hall which tends to 
eliminate cooking odors from the liv- 
ing room.

The gables of this Colonial Salt Box 
house face the street, the drawing above 
being rendered from the living room 
side. Here is a house with an individual 
appearance, distinguished by a beau- 
tiful exterior whose whitewashed stone 
garage contrasts with the vertical 
boards of the first floor, and the hori- 
zontal shingling of the overhanging 
second story. An off-center chimney 
breaks the regularity of the roof line. 

Inside, the living-dining room is 
separated from the front entrance by 
the kitchen, stairway, and foyer. There 
is a small lavatory off the foyer for 
guests. The living room and study both 
have fireplaces which share the same 
chimney. But even more unusual, they 
share the same wood closet. 

Upstairs six people may be accom- 
modated easily.

Here is a modern house for a family who loves plenty 
of sunlight.

For privacy, a huge curtain, installed in a slot 
in the second floor ceiling falls gracefully to the ground, 
and may be drawn across the entire wall of glass. 

But there are other interesting features to this excit- 
ingly modern solar home. The kitchen has a built-in 
breakfast table and benches. There is a huge stone fire- 
place and two entire walls of ceiling-to-floor cabinet 
shelves in the spacious living-dining room. 

Upstairs, the master bedroom, dressing room and 
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bath, form a private unit. Another bath serves the 
remaining two bedrooms, each with two closets. Chil- 
dren can sleep on the screen porch off their own room 
in the summer. The sunny, open deck of the garage has 
stairs which lead to the garden.

Every room in this three bedroom home may be 
reached from the front hall, allowing a family of six 
maximum privacy. 

The kitchen is bright and airy, having two exposures.

Note the colorful touch of the weather vane steeple on 
the garage roof which was copied from an old Colonial 
design.

On the north of the house, the kitchen, laundry, 
maid's room and bath and the utility room form a com- 
plete service wing. The master bedroom and smaller 
bedroom enjoy complete privacy.

A home with a thoroughly modern room arrangement 
can often have a conservative exterior.

As another convenient feature, the three bedrooms 
upstairs have nine closets. There are two baths and 
both the dressing room windows and baths face east 
to catch the sun on winter mornings. Downstairs there 
is a lavatory off the kitchen. A large living room with 
a picture window and screened sun porch nestled 
between it and the garage walls, are other distinctive 
features of this comfortable home. 

The living room is semi-private despite its proximity 
to the front hall, because built-in bookshelves on both 
sides of the entrance screen it from the foyer.

Just off 
the living room, a guest room with day bed 
and floor-to-ceiling shelves of music albums, 
houses a record player. 

Two fireplaces are in the central part of the 
house; one in the living room and another 
charming corner-hearth in the dining room. 

Outside, an inviting courtyard embracing 
two poplars is walled in with whitewashed 
brick and has an old-fashioned wrought iron 
gate. Here is a large house truly meant to be 
lived in and enjoyed.

Other fea- 
tures are a living room with exposures on 
three sides and a study with a lavatory 
which could double as a downstairs guest 
room. 

Upstairs there are three bedrooms in all, 
with a bathroom at the head of the stairs 
and another adjoining the master bedroom. 
Also, off the master bedroom, is a railed-in 
sun deck which, because it is constructed of 
the same siding as the house, and is solid 
with the exception of a decorative panel at 
the front, gives complete privacy for sun- 
bathing. Outside, the simple classic lines of 
this home are broken only by the sheltered 
entrance with an interesting fan window 
over the doorway. The entrance to the ga- 
rage is from the side, making this home 
suitable for a corner plot. To balance the 
garage there is an ample, screened-in porch 
off the living room. 
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Double Bay Windows

Luxury homes such as this allow 
room for real conveniences. In this 
one you will see a study off the living 
room with a built-in bar, a complete 
breakfast room, a large cedar closet, 
and a dressing room off the master 
bedroom. This home boasts thirteen 
closets and three baths upstairs. 

Two beautiful bay windows in the 
living and dining rooms make the 
front of the house picturesque. Out- 
side , a dignified Colonial entrance 
with a broken pediment is flanked by 
wrought iron carriage lamps. The ex- 
terior is finished with whitewashed, 
hand-hewn cypress shingles, which 
contrast strikingly with the fieldstone 
structure of the wings. 

The maid's room and bath form a 
private unit over the garage, just a 
few steps away from the kitchen.

The dining 
room has beautiful curved walls at the 
entrance, and windows which face an ex- 
ceptionally wide patio full of air and 
sunlight. 

The powder room, lavatory and coat 
closet are combined as a unit off the en- 
trance and are convenient to guests. A 
long hall in the bedroom wing has win- 
dows opening on the patio to form a 
natural picture gallery. In the master bed- 
room a huge bathroom contains two lava- 
tories. Servants' quarters may be built 
over the garage. 

Outside, the house is distinguished by 
two seven foot, double hung windows ex- 
tending from ceiling to floor and making 
the living room as sunny as the patio. 
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This final luxury home, the largest shown in this col- 
lection, is of a type popular in Virginia and Maryland, 
and frequently seen along the banks of the James and 
on the Potomac. Similar homes were built in Revolu- 
tionary times and reflect the gracious living of that 
era. Only the lower floor is shown here, though there 
are two bedrooms and a bath over the dining and living 
rooms, and a huge basement running the length of the 
house, long enough for a bowling alley. 



All principal rooms face the south where a formal 
garden terrace, designed for outdoor living and julep 
drinking, slopes gently down to the banks of the river. 
The bedrooms and study are on one wing, and the 
kitchen, maid's room and service areas on the other.

Live in your future guest house! Build a simple 
home now, within commuting distance of work.

The first of these four week-end cottages was in- 
spired by the adobe brick construction of the south- 
west, but modified design makes it adaptable to 
many other parts of the country. The master bed- 
room was kept to minimum size so that the living 
room and kitchen could both be as large as possible. 
Yet, there are such luxuries as a sturdy hearth, a 
simple back-hall, and a shower with the bath. A 
large, outdoor living terrace with a low brick wall, 
an interesting window flush with the front door, and 
the Spanish chimney, are features which make this 
house different.

There are two double bunks 
with curtaining for privacy, 
flanked by generous closets in the 
living area. A very useful feature 
of this camp is the combination 
dressing room and bath with a 
shower door direct to the outside, 
eliminating the extra shower 
usually found in a beach house of 
this type. 
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Week End in the Mountains 




This house was originally built in the Connecticut hills 
from fieldstone gathered on the property itself, and had 
a twelve-mile view of the river valley. 

Not every setting is so perfect, but the principles of 
this home with a "built-in" wing for guests are adapt- 
able to all architectural styles and to all climates. The 
two bunk rooms and bath were designed to be separate 
from the remainder of the house. So, this cottage could 



serve as an all year round home for an older couple 
with children and grandchildren as frequent visitors, or 
for a young couple with many week-end guests. The 
guest wing can be left unheated when not in use for 
economy.

The dining area is screened from the front entrance 
by a special, modern, built-in cabinet extending only 
part way to the ceiling. The living-dining room area 



has two entire walls of solid glass. Lastly, one wall of 
the garage is a "hobby center" with a work bench, 
closet and tool room conveniently located. This is a 
house with everything for the average family.
